Claim 13 lines 1-2, delete "A method of creating an electron charge effect 
monitoring device" and replace therewith -A method for monitoring electron charge 
effect occurring during semiconductor processing-- 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of record fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, the method of monitoring 
electron charge effect occurring during semiconductor processing as claimed including 
measuring a voltage required to induce FN tunneling based current in the structure 
formed as claimed. It is noted that in the previous Office Actions the step of measuring 
was not given patentable weight as it was considered an intended use limitation that did 
not manipulatively affect the process of formation. The previous Office Actions 
incorrectly interpreted claims 1-6, 12, 33, 35 and 36 as being drawn towards a method 
of making. Upon review of the preamble of these claims, it is noted that they are drawn 
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towards a method of monitoring and thus the measuring limitations have been given full 
patentable weight.
